Evidence All in and Arguments in the 
Case Preeceding.

Louis, Sept. 28, 1893, was submitted yester - 
day, and the arguments of counsel are being 
made to-day.

He aa- 
mitted that he went out from St. Louls in 
company with his brother, Jim Murray, 
Dude Charley and anotber negro whose 
name de said was Will Shield, and that he 
was with them when Edgar Fitgwilliam was 
shotand Killed, but that he had nothing to 
do with the murder.

Homage Paid to Barondess by the 
Garment Workers. 


A Demonstration Unparalleled in Labor 
Union Meetings. 


HE CONSENTS TO LEAD THEIR STRIKE 
AGAINST THE SWEATING SYSTEM. 


Members Wept emd@ Missed Mis Feet 
When the Announcement Was MNade 
That Their old Captain Would Again 
Guide Them—A Sad Picture ef One 
Phase of the Seeial Prebiem. 


New Yoru, Sept. 13.—Joseph Barondess 
has been made King of the Garment Work- 
ers. Inthe early hours of Tuesday morning 
these workers made him such with a demon- 
stration such as has never, in all likelihood, 
been known inthiscity. Ever since he man- 
aged the big, successful cloakmakers’ strike 
of two years ago, Barondess has occupied 
the frst place in their hearts. When the 
workers split over Socialism, Barondess 
raised his voice against the Socialists. The 
Gissensions became so grave that Barondess 
moved to Baltimore that peace might be re- 
stored. When the cloakmakers began their 
strikes a few weeks ago the men said: If 
Joseph Barondess were only bere. He knows 
our bearts better than all the others. 

They wrote to him and he refused to come. 
But he was drawn hither to speak at the vig 
Cooper Union mass-meeting. It was after 1 
a. m. Tuesday when Barondess appeared. 
They told him that they bad decided to ass 
him to take charge of the strike; and that all 
the members wanted him. Bathe said that 
he must go back to Baltimore. 

M chilareas, he said, his voice tremb- 
ling with emotion, I must go away from 
you; | must leave you. They looked at him 
for a moment, and then raised their hands as 
men do in prayer. 

Stay with us, they cried. He shook his 
head sadly. Then in this little room in the 
heart of the East Side of this great modern 
city of New York there occurred a strange 
and wonderful thing. These men seemed be- 
side themselves. Moved by a common im 
pulse they circled about him, crying to him 
not to desert them. They clung to his arms 
and he shook his head. they fell on their 
knees before bim. One man grasped the 
young leader’s foot in Nis hand. He kissed 
the heavy shoe. 

e are your children,’’ he cried. ‘*If 
you leave us we shall die. Then they broke 
into loud lamentations. Many fell upon the 


floor and Kissed the feet of Joseph Barond- 
ess. they placed his foot upon théir necks; 
they kissed his coat, and all the while their 
walls arose in the hall. 

I you leave we shall starve. You saved 
us once and you can save us now. Will you 
gO and leave us to die on the streets?’’ 

And amid it all was the strange, barbaric 
monotones of these people, a cry weird, so 
eerie that it seemed to come from another 
world. Ola men plucked their beards and 
rocked their bodies to and fro, now and then 
bursting into louder erties. The sobs of 
Barondess mingied with the others. 

My poor boys, he exclaimed, my 
children, I will lead you. Then there was 
a mighty shout and more tears than ever. 
The word was passed to those in the street, 
and they crowded their way into the hall. 
They called Barondess their king, their 
savior. Where a few minutes before men 
had kissed his elothing and hands, 
they now kissed his feet. Not 
until 6&6 a. m. did this demonstration 
cease, andthenit came to an end only be- 
cause the exhausted young man was faint 
and hed to go away. They foliowed bim 
through the streets until he told them to go 
to their homes, andthey obeyed him tear- 
fully. His family was sent for. 

Barondess said to-day: **‘I was indeced to 
take charge of the union because it was the 
earnest wish of the people. I would De a 
traitor if Il held back in this emergency. I do 
not think there will bea general strike of 
cloakmakers. I want to givethe manufac- 
turersafair show. I think we can effect a 
settlement quietiy. We will do away with 
the sweating system and the plece system. 
Weshall have weekly wages and ten hours 
aday. Already I have received letters from 
the bosses to come ani see them. 

About 8,000 cloak makers are now on strike.

LANE STILL LIVES. 


Two Boys Declare Michael Cohen Shot 
the Boy. 


Martin Lane, the 18-year-old boy residing 
at 1888 North Eighth street, who was shot in 
the forehead last evening while playing at 
Seventh street and Frankia avenue is still 
living, Out Dr. Heine Marks, Superintendent 
of the City Hospital, has little hope of his 
recovery. Young Lane still persists in his 
assertion that he does not know who shot 
him, and that he had no quarrel with any- 
One prior to the shooting. 

It had been claimed that he was shot while 
quarreling with Michael Cohen, aged 12 
yearr, who lives at 1010 North Seventh street. 
Cohen when arrested denied having shot 
Lane and the latter falled 40 identify him as 
the party who shot him. 

Serat. Kd Houlihan of the Third District 
called atthe Four Courts this morning end 
ewore out a warrant charging Cohen with 
assault to Kill. 

Cohen still stoutly dentes that he did the 
shooting, saying that some boy hit him 
over the head with A board, 
knocking him almost senseless just before 
the shot was fired. Willie Myers of 1398 
North Ninth street and Taomas Lafferty of 
1888 North Eighth street, beth 13-year-old 
boys, however, calledat the Third District 
Station this morning and positively identi- 
fied Cohen as the shooter. 

Willie Myers said: Marty Lane was play- 
ing chinnies with Cohen last night about 7 
o’ clock on the west side of Seventh street 
between Franklin avenue and Wash street 
— Marty Lane snatched up and ran. I 
wen with him and we went a little 
piéce downtown. We came back in about 
half an hour and then when Cohen saw him 
he pulled a pistol out of his Daek pocket and 
commenced firing. He fired one shot at 

Lane’s toot, but that missed him. 

he shot him in the 

We heard a third shot 

at Tom Lafferty, which went through his 

coat, and then he fired the fourth and last 

at me. Idodgedit and de ran. We chased 

him over to his house on Seventh street, de- 

tween Was and Carr, where he hid. Then 
we told a policeman.’’ 

Coben admits being in the crowd with 
young Lane, Dut deriesthat he shot him or 
even played marbles withhim. He insists 
that a little Itallan boy did the shooting.

UNEARTHED. 


One of the Mest Thoroughly Organized 
Bands ef Kebbers in ( hicago. 


Cuicaco, II., Sept. 12.—The police in the 
capture of the Mother Martin and Taps 
Hogan gang of thieves, whose place on W est 
Fifteenth street was raided recently, have 
uneartbed one of the most thoroughly organ- 
ized bands of robbers whichever infesied 


the city. 

The gang, the police claim, was as thor- 
oughly organized as a police force, covering 
the entire city by districts and working in 
nightand day ‘‘shifts.’’ The ring-leaders 
possessed a mysterious influence, and, al- 
though members of the band had been fre- 
quently arrested, they were often released 
or dismissed with light fines. A part of the 
force, it is claimed, consisted of boys, 
and several of the youngsters are under ar- 
rest. 


ENGINEERS’ LICENSES. 


Legality ef the Examining Board 
Breught Iato Questien. 


This morning Attorney Bert Kribben flled a 
Drief in the cases of the Tamm Bros. Glue- 
works and the Meyrose Lamp Manufactur- 
ing Co,, who are defendants in 
the First District Police Court, charged 


with employing unlicensed engineers. The 
Tamm Bros. Give Co. has beep previously 
convicted on this charge, andit is now the 
intent of the defendant's counsel to have the 
power of the Board of Engineers. from whom 
all licenses must be obtained, abolished or at 
least checked considerably. This is 
the alm of the brief fledto-day. Tne de- 
fense claims that the ordinance governing 
the licensing of engineers and creating the 
Board of Engineers, gave the latter body 
too much power in so much that there was 
no appeal from their decision. The 
validity of the ordinance which ig No. 
15 , 862 is also attacked. Attorney 
Kribben claims itisinconfiict with section 
26, clause 7of thecity’scbarter. Inis pro- 
vision of the charter gives the power to the 
Mayor and the Municipal AssembDiy to license 
engineers and deciares that the Mayor 
and the Municipal Assembly have 
no authority vested in them by 
this charter provision to redelegate 
their power in the premises toan examining 
board of engineers. 

The system of examination is also consia- 
ered bad, according to the Drief. The line of 
inquiry on which applicants are examined is 
com plained of on the ground that it is of the 
theoretical and not of the practical part of 
engineering and consequently obstructs the 
chance ofa fairly good practical engineer 
being licensed.

M’BAIN’S WOUND. 


BELIEVES IN HER. 


Dr. Simmons, Charged With the Assault, 
Arraigned Te-Day. 


The case of Dr. C. F. Simmons, enarged 
with an assault upon his bookkeeper, John 
McBain, with attempt to kill, was called in 
the Court of Criminal Correction this morn- 
ing. The assault is alleged to have been 
committed at the office of Dr. Simmons on 
the 2ist day of June. It is claimed by Mr. 
McBain that he and the doctor had some 
words about the manner of keep- 
ing the books, and that in 
he heated discussion whick fol- 
lowed Dr. Sitmmons assaulted him and 
seriously wounded him withaknife which 
he hadin his hand. McBain’s wound came 
near proving fatal, but he finally recovered. 
The wound was in the breast. 

Dr. Simmons claimed at the time that Mc- 
Baio ew near, as he thought, te strike 
him. That he put forth his hand to pash 
ulm away and accidentaily cut Bim witha 
Knife which he was using at the time. He 
asserted that he bad no intention of at- 
tempting the life of Mr. Mcha n. 

Dr. Simmons appeared early in the court- 
room and had the alrof an interested spec- 
tatorratherthan a man charged with a 
felony. Heconversed pleasantly with sev- 
eral acquaintances and pa in and out of 
the court-room once or twice, finally seat- 
log himself in the chairs at the leftof Judge 
Claiborne. McBain came in later with a 
friend and remained standing in the aisle in 
the rear of the room until the case was 
called. He was pale and thin and had the 
appearance ofa sick man. As Dr. Simmons 
passed out of the room once he met McBain 
face to face and the two men exchanged a 
slight greeting. 

There were sO many cases on the docket 
that it was 11°45 before the case was reached 
and then, by matual consent, it was set for 
Saturday at 10 a. m., Judge Claiborne stat- 
ing that he would make it a special assign- 
ment.

The report of James F. Meech, Adjutant 
General, shows a decrease of 460 posts during 
the past year, or at least the lack of reports 
from that namber of posts. The report then 


goes on to deal withthe numberof deaths, 
after whichittreatsof the money expended 
incharity. According to the fgures given, 
there Was expendedin this way for the six 
months ending Dec. 31, 1898, the sum of 
$100,486.03, anu for the six months ending 
June 80, 1894, $103,294.07, a total forthe year 
of $203,780. 10. 

The Adjuiant General points out that the 
rules of the order should be lived up to, ahd 
Says that if this were done there would be no 
delinquent comrades, posts or departments. 

Following the usual custom, the Adjutant- 
General presented the records of the meet- 
ings of the National Councli of Administra-

Surgeon-General Gen. George R. Graham 


reported that out of a total of forty-four de- 
partments only seven medical directors had 
sent in reports. He said: ‘**I made the ef- 
fortto secure by correspondence with the 
health authorities of several large cities, 
the mortuary statistics of the males over 
65 Fears of age in those cities in order to com- 
pare them with the death rate per !,000 
of the Grand army veterans of the same 
localiites. Cnfortunately the vital statistics 
of tee several cities were kept in such a man- 
ner that the required information for com- 
parison could not be obtained. These com- 
parative statistics, If they could de had, 
would be of immense value to the G. A. R. 
Commitee on Pensions, as I believe that 
they would tend to show that the death rate 
per i, among the survivors of the war is 
very much larter than that of males of 
ihe same age who were not perticipants in 
the war; and hence, that disease and disa- 
bility is far more prevalent among the vet- 
erans than among the otber class 

The report of the Committee on Legisia- 
ton, after reciting that the G. A. R. endeav- 
ered to urge upon the Fifty-third Congress 
the duty imcumbeat on this great nation to 
give preference in every public empioyment 
to the survivors of the war of the Union, by 
the enactment of a iaw which would, though 
tardily, carry out the promises made these 
men itn sections 1754 and 1765, revised 
statutes, sed March 9, 1866, says: 

‘*bur, alas, as the war days recede from 
the remembrance ofthe people of the gen- 
eration of which we tormed a part, and the 
sacrifices and sufferings of those Gays are 
unknown, except by tradition, to those who 
have since been born, the greatest indiger- 
ence seems to be shown on the part of our 
national lav makers towerds those who 
bave fought the battles of the Union and still 
survive. 

In consequence Dut scant attention is 
paid to any appeals for Justice to these men. 
ind this willl con tau to be so—and until too 
late for our comrades to profit thereby— 
unless we, as members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, become more closely ufited in 
o ‘traternity’ whieh ‘means somethioyg,’ as 
a cardinal prinecipie, and the mottoof our 
order is regarded as more than a ugure of 
speech among ourselves, 

„Beside this there is great neod that these

THE HEARSE. 

At 5:15 a. m. a small army of sight-seers had 
assembled in the neighborhood. These 
crowds werd constantly augmented until 7 
o’clock, when the hearseand ten mourning 
coaches were drawn up in front of the right 
wing of the residence of the Orleans tamily. 

Ihe bearse bore six hateh ments of fleur de 
lig and was heavy with bowing plumes. 

An almost countiess number of “floral 
wreaths arrived at stowe House yester- 
day and this morning, many of them being 
conveyed there by special messenger from 
Paris and other parts of France. 
Among the latter was a 
oral wreath eight feet in diameter, 
and com posed of lillies, roses and orchids, 
attached towhich wasatri-color bow, sent 
by Baron Alphonse de Rothschild. Another 
very handsume tribute of flowers was sent 
by Mrs. George B. McClellan, the widow of 
Gen. McvUlelian, upon whose stau the Comte 
Ge Paris served foratime during the civil 
war ip the United States. 

THE FAMILY. 

The family of the Comte de Paris assembled 
around the bier about 6:30 a. m., and at 7a.

+ Within the last eighteen months only one 
white man and two negroes have been 
mobbed. Eleven ofthese lyuehers have been 
apprehended and indicted. Some of them 
are in jall and the others have fied tue coun- 
try. Rewards by the State stand over the 
heads of the lynchers for their arrest and 
conviction. During the two years of 1892 and 
1898, thirty-four muruerers were convicted 
and sentenced to death and ninety more were 


put in the penitentiary for life. These in- 
cluded many very old offenders. This year 
the work goes on with renewed vigor and 
good effect. ’ 0 

Whites and Diaeks stand equal bdefore the 
law, and are given fair trials. ‘ Assassins, 
lynchers and rapists receive no sympathy 
from the better classes, and alike dread our 
courts. The negroes and whites are pros- 
pering under wholesome iaws faithfully 
executed, without the prospecteor fear of 
race war or the increase of lawlessness. 

Neither moral nor political sentiment or 
law wiil prohibit Englishmen or other people 
from freely and fully inquiring into supposed 
race troubles or other questiong in Texas.

Secretary Hopper of the Latonia track has 
promuigated a new rule regarding the class!i- 
fication of starters in purse races at his 
track. This is the resuit of Tommy shan- 
non’s filly, Julia Arthur, starting in a 
maiden event Monday, after she had von a 
race last Saturday. It seems that the filly 
was entered in Mondays race previous to 
ber win on Saturday. This was owing to the 
early hour of closing the entries, which 


made her eligible, though she wasa winner. 
In order to do away with any more 
complications of this character, Mr Hopper 
has decided to classify starters in purse 
races by their performanees, covering their 
record at the time of weighing in and not at 
the time the entry is made. This rule also 
covers the penalty and allowance clauses in 
all purse races, but it will not be enforced in 
stake events. Mr. Hopper’s plan is a good 
one, but he should go further and urge upon 
the Turf Congress ite application in all 
maiden stakes. As the name would indi- 
cate, such events should be for maidens ex- 
clusively. thie is impossible, bowever, as 
long at horses can be entered in the winter 
andgspring, when they are maidens, and are 
permitted to start after they have left the

‘PAY OF TRACHERBS RAISED, WHILE PU- 


PILS ARE BXCLUDED FROM scHOOLS. 


An Example ef the Echool Board Method 
of Managing the Affairs of the Pubiic 
Educational Institutions—President 
Brockman’s Bxcited Opposition te the 
Admission of ths Norma! Giris. 


The features of last night’s meeting of the 
School Board were: First, an increase of 
$1,100 in the annual teachers’ pay roll; 
second, the lack of the slightest mention of 
the crowded schools; third, President 
Brockman’s speech from the throne’’ 
against the admission of High School gradu- 
ates to the Normal, 

Director Brady offered 
to the report of the joint Com- 
mittee of Salaries and Teachers, 
to the effect that the salary of Principal Sol- 
Gan of the High School be increased from 
$3,000 to 88,500 a year. The amendment was 


adopted. 

Ayes: Berg, Brady, Holthaus. Hattig, Me- 
Cialn, Sheahan, Trall, Ulrich and President 
Brockman~-9. Nays: Bus, Collins, Grawe, 
Hequembourg, Lacey, Landvogt, Spinning, 
Wait—8s. Mr. Brady in his speech advo- 
cating an increase in Prof. Soldan’s 
salary, sald that he aid more 
work and occupied a more responsible 
position than Supt. Long or his three assist- 
ants, that it would be too bad if Prof. Soldan 
quit, that he was an underpaid man, etc. 
Director Grawe jumped on Mr. Brady. 

„am astounded at the inconsistency of 
Mr. Brady, said he. But a few weeks 
ago he grew violent when a motion was made 
to increase an oMcer’s salary, and he de- 
Clared that third assistant teachers were not 
as well paid as servant girls. Now he is the 
first to advocate and urge the increase of Mr. 
Soldan’s salary.’’ 

Then Mr. spinning gave Voice to his melting 
sympathy for the two lady music supervisors 
who are receiving only $1,000 a year, while 
the male supervisors are receiving $1,800. He 
moved to amend the joint salaries and 
Teachers’ Committee report so as to give the 
ladies $6 a Gay or $1,200a year, instead of $a 
day, or 51. 000 a year. This was an increase 
of $400. The amendment carried Dy tais vote:

The desire to increase salaries became epi- 
demic, and Director Lacey waxed eloquent 
in bis portrayal of the overwork and under- 
pay of the Assistant Drawing Supervisor, 
who gets 51.

The board thought so, too, for the 
report of the Joint Salaries and Teachers 
Committees was thus amended by this vote:

Ii this indiscriminate increasing of sala- 
ries goes on I’ll have to get out,“ said 
Director Huttig, and be made a movement 
as if to leave his cheir. 

President Brockman showed in an inter- 
view last week that the board was 
helpless to relieve the crowded condition 
of certain school districts, because out of an 
annual revenue of $1,500,000, only $200,000 was 
available for bullding purposes and $880,000 
was eaten up in salaries. Last night’s ses- 
sion did not seek to improve the situation. 

When the supplementary report of the 
Teachers Committee was taken up aud the 
question was upon the adoption of the rec- 
ommendation to repeal the 150 
Normal School attendance limit rule, 
and that the forty-two High School 

raduates be admitted to the Normal, pend- 
ng action, Mr. Brockman cast a bomb into 
the crowd of young ladies and their friends 
by his speech. He declared that the entire 
section was out of orderand not a subject 
for consideration. He would not permit a 
Violation of the board’s rules. If the board 
wanted to violate its rules it could do 
so and tben let anarchy prevall. 
He was a law-abiding citizen 
and if the members of the Doard could break 
the rules of that body, they could also goto 
the Four Courts and iynch some one. 

The directors looked ateach other in sur- 
prise. Director McClain made the point of 
Order that the rule limiting the attendance 
at the Normal to 150 was not a rule of 
the board, but one oi a series 
for the regulation of the schools. 
After a ten minutes’ wrangle,the paragraph, 
recommending the repeal of thedimit rule 
was referred to the Committeeeon Kules ana 
the paragraph recommendipg that the forty- 
two High School graduates be admitted to 
the Noi mal was referred to the Teachers 
Committee with power to act, which 
means that the young ladies will be received. 

The partof the Teachers Committee re- 
— recommending the appointment of 
ror. Lafayette Westfall as principal of the 
Oak Hill School was referred vack after a 
spirited debate. A petition to raise the 
grade of the Ashland school was referred 
to the Teachers Committee. Presidest 
Brockman announced the appointment of 
Jack P. Richardson, Morris J. Lippman and 
Director C. - Hequembourg as a committee 
to examine the books of the school Board. 
The recommendation of the Teachers Com- 
mittee to appoint a stenographer for ur. 
Long was referred to the Ways and Means 
Committee. It was decided to give to Prof. 
C. Bumiller the musical supervision of the 
schools south of Washington avenue and to 
Prof. Hogden the schools borth of Washing- 
ton avenge.

ANNUAL VACATIONS, 


Dr. Homan Took One But Barred Out 
His Assistants. 


The majority ofthe employes of the city 
nave had their vacations, and those who 
have not had them are preparing their ap- 
plications. Thereisarule which, until this 
year, has obtained in all of the departments, 
that every person in the employ of the city ts 
entitled toa vacation of twenty days each 
year. This rule has existed so long that it 
has almost the force and effect of a gen- 
eral custom, but the Health Department 
this year refused to allow the Dispensary 
physicians a vacation unless they provided 
acceptable substitutes. The Dispensary 
physicians receive only $75 a month and few 


of them can afford to employ a substitute. 
The work atthe Dispensary is ardvous and 
exhausting. It differs from ordinary pro- 
fessional work because the physicians are 
required to be at the desk all of the time and 
the monotony Is tiresome In the extreme. 

The Dispensary physicians seem to be 
about the only employes of the city who are 
not allowed a vacation under pay. His 
Honor, Mayor Walbridge, apparently be- 
lieves in the practice of giving yacatiocs, for 
he himself spent thirty days at Hot Springs 
ee year, and drew pay forthe time he was 
t ere, ° 

Comptroller Sturgeon has not ta en any 
vacation this year, but he said this morning 
that he believed itn vacations. 

Auditor Joseph Brown started to takea 
vacation, but Decame sick and returned. 

Treasurer Scudder had a vacation of twenty 
days and drew pay for that time.
